The  briefing  conducted  on  5/18/78  was  attended 
by  officials  from  the  Metropolitan  Police  Department, 
Washington,  D.  C.  ,  as  well  as  Chiefs  of  Police  from  the 
jurisdictions  surrounding  Washington,  D.  C.  Selected 
members  of  various  branches  of  Government,  including 
Secret  Service,  State  Department,  Department  of  Commerce 
as  well  as  the  FBI  were  invited  to  attend. 

I  I  main  points  concerning  Italian’s 

most  recent  crisis  were: 

1.  The  Red  Brigade  has  a  current  membership  of 
between  200-800  dedicated  followers , 

2.  The  Moro  kidnapping  was  the  most  extreme 
act  of  their  eight-year  campaign  against  Italy. 

3.  The  Red  Brigade’s  basic  cause  is  the  over¬ 
throw  of  the  current  Italian  Government. 

4.  The  Red  Brigade  lost  a  great  deal  of  public 
sentiment  by  killing  Aldo  Moro. 

5.  Aldo  Moro’s  family  presented  a  great  deal  of 
concern  for  the  Italian  Government  during  the  negotiation 
process.  On  more  than  one  occasion  the  Moro  family's 
contradiction  of  Government  statements  jeopardized  the 
Government’s  credibility  in  negotiating,  e.g.  the  Government 
tried  to  state  that  Moro  was  extremely  ill  and  needed  a 
physician/the  family  publicly  stated  Moro  was  fine  and  that 
there  was  no  reason  for  concern  about  his  health. 

6.  Aldo  Moro  was  politically  dead  after  his 
first  communication,  and  that  from  the  Government’s  point 
of  view  it  was  best  that  the  Moro  incident  ended  the  way 
it  did.

7.  Aldo  Moro,  during  the  course  of  being  held 
hostage,  sided  with  his  captors  (turned  over)  to  such  a 
degree  that  he  would  be  a  real  liability  to  the  Government 
if  he  lived. 

8.  In  the  actual  initial  ambush  of  Moro,  there 
appeared  to  be  German  overtones  in  light  of  the  military 
percision  with  which  it  was  accomplished,  e.g.  Alitalia 
Airline  uniforms  and  one  body  guard  who  returned  fire  being 
shot  right  in  the  middle  of  the  forehead. 

9.  There  is  some  indication  that  there  might 
possibly  be  inside  help  in  the  Moro  kidnapping  due  to  the 
percision  like  selection  of  two  attache  cases.  These  two 
cases  were  amongst  five  always  carried  by  Aldo  Moro. 

The  two  selected  contained  Moro's  medicine  (he  was  a 
hypochondriac)  and  secret  documents. 

10.  There  is  to  date,  no  evidence  which  would 
link  the  Red  Brigade  with  influences  outside  of  Italy. 

11.  The  Red  Brigade  is  extremely  well  financed 
as  evidenced  by  the  purchase  of  property  (safehouses)  which 
was  used  in  setting  up  the  Moro  kidnapping.  One  safehouse 
contained  a  fully  equipped  medical  operation  room. 

12.  Had  the  Red  Brigade  demanded  money  in 
exchange  for  Moro,  they  would  have  received  it.  Aldo 
Moro  was  not  bargained  for  because  it  was  against  Italian 
law  to  free  prisoners  or  persons  on  trial.  There  simply 
was  no  provisions  of  Italian  law  to  bargain  with  the 
terrorists  for  Moro's  life. 

13.  The  Red  Brigade's  anounced  game  plan  is 
stepped  up  action  against  the  imperialistic  countries, 
e.g.  the  United  States.

14.  The  early  leadership  with  Red  Brigade  seems 
to  have  given  way  to  the  "paranoiac"  of  the  group,  thus 
leading  to  the  Moro  kidnapping  and  current  wave  of  violent 
kneecapping. 

15.  A  major  contributing  factor  to  the  lack  of 
success  in  combating  the  Red  Brigade  is  the  current  poor 
morale  of  the  Carabiniere  who  currently  are  experiencing 
unionization  within  their  ranks. 

16.  The  only  conceivable  accomplishment  by  the 
Red  Brigade  in  this  activity  has  been  the  removal  of  the 
one  political  figure  that  was  instrumental  in  bringing 
together  the  Christian  Democratic  Party  of  Italy  and  the 
recognized  Communist  Party  of  Italy.

All  five  of  MORO'S  body¬ 
guards  who  accompanied  him  that  morning  were  killed  or

abduction  and  soon  after  began  issuing  a  series  of  public 
bulletins  which  made  reference  to  the  so-called  trial  of  MORO 
and  made  a  series  of  allegations  against  the  CD  party  and  the 
Italian  political  system.  (£) 

Following  55  days  of  captivity,  ALDO  MORO’S  body 
was  found  on  5-9-78  at  1:45  p.m.  Rome  time  in  an  abandoned 
red  Renault  automobile  parked  on  Via  Michelangelo  Caetani,  a 
narrow  street  which  runs  along  side  the  Italian  Communist 
Party  headquarters  and  which  is  near  to  the  CD  Party  head¬ 
quarters.  The  Renault  was  discovered  to  be  a  stolen  vehicle 
as  were  the  Rome  tags  it  bore  which  were  determined  to  have 
been  stolen  from  a  second  vehicle.  According  to  Italian 
authorities,  MORO’S  body  was  found  slumped  behind  the  rear 
seat  in  what  was  described  as  the  luggage  or  cargo  area  of 
the  Renault.  He  was  dressed  in  the  same  gray  suit,  which  had 
been  reportedly  cleaned  and  pressed,  which  he  wore  on  the  day 
of  his  abduction.  Nothing  was  found  in  any  of  his  pockets. 

His  overcoat  was  thrown  over  his  shoulders  and,  in  turn,  he 
was  completely  wrapped  in  a  red  blanket.  A  preliminary 
examination  of  MORO'S  body  revealed  eleven  bullet  holes  in  the 
upper  left  portion  of  his  chest.  All  eleven  bullets  appeared 
to  have  entered  from  the  front  of  his  body.  Ten  of  the  eleven 
bullets  formed  a  ”V”  pattern  which  appeared  to  have  been 
intentionally  made.  (<£) 

The  wounds,  according  to  preliminary  ballistic 
examinations,  were  made  by  two  different  weapons.  One  bullet 
passed  through  MORO’S  left  thumb  and  penetrated  his  heart. 

This  bullet  was  fired  from  a  weapon  which  has  not  yet  been 
identified  (see  enclosure  1).  The  caliber  of  this  bullet  is 
believed  to  be  9  mm  Browning  (.380  automatic).  A  shell  casing 
believed  to  correspond  and  belong  to  this  bullet  was  found  in 
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the  vehicle  and  bore  the  markings  GFL  9M34  75  (see  enclosure  1 
for  details  and  specifications).  The  other  ten  wounds,  which 
formed  a  "V"  pattern  in  his  chest,  are  believed  to  have  been 
made  by  a  7.65  mm,  CZECH  VZOR  61  SCORPION.  Two  of  the  bullets 
(both  7.65  mm)  passed  through  his  suit  jacket  while  the  other 
nine  (eight  7.65  mm  and  one  9  mm)  passed  only  through  his  vest 
and  shirt.  No  bullet  holes  were  found  in  either  his  overcoat 
or  the  blanket.  The  9  mm  round  passed  through  MORO'S  body 
and  was  found  embeded  in  the  floor  board  of  the  Renault. 

Eight  of  the  7.65  mm  rounds  remained  in  MORO'S  body  and  were 
found  lodged  in  his  back  just  beneath  the  layer  of  skin.  Two 
of  the  7.65  mm  rounds  erupted  through  the  skin  layer  of  MORO'S 
back  and  were  found  loose  in  the  space  between  his  back  and 
his  shirt.  (<£) (JU- 

Ballistic  experts  noticed  three  circular  impressions 
in  MORO'S  oraest  surrounding  three  of  the  7.65  mm  bullet  entry 
holes.  They  speculate  that  a  silencer  was  used  on  the  SCORPION 
weapon  and  that  these  circular  impressions  represent  the 
silencer  marks  which  w.ere  made  when  the  weapon  was  fired  in 
contact  with  MORO'S  body  at  point-blank  range.  These  circular 
impressions  are  approximately  2.54  mm  in  diameter. 

With  respect  to  the  shell  casings,  all  nine  of  the ^ 
7.65  mm  shell  casings  found  in  the  car;,  bore  the  marking  J 
W-W.32  AUTO.  The  one  9  mm  cartridge  found  in  the  vehicle  bore 
the  marking  GFL  9M34  75  (Giullio  Fiocchi  Lecco,  manuf act,urer ) .

An  urgent  request  has  been  received  from  Italian 
judicial  authorities,  Rome,  Italy,  for  assistance  in  conducting 
ballistic  examinations  and  analyzing  the  enclosed  ballistical 
data.  These  inquiries  are  being  conducted  in  connection  with 
the  assassination  of  ALDO  MORO.  Specifically,  Italian ^ballisti 
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experts  would  like  samples  of  slugs  and  shell  casings  fired 
from  the  CZECH  VZOR  61  SCORPION  weapon, if  such  a  weapon  is 
available  to  the  Bureau,  which  would  assist  in  confirming  and 
identifying  it  as  being  one  of  the  two  murder  weapons  used  in 
the  MORO  slaying.  Italian  authorities  requested  that  five 
rounds  be  fired  in  the  semi  automatic  mode  and  five  rounds  be 
fired  in  the  fully  automatic  mode.  Additionally,  if  the 
weapon  can  be  obtained  with  its  corresponding  silencer, 

Italian  authorities  would  like  five  test  rounds  fired  with 
the  silencer  both  in  the  auto  and  semi  automatic  mode,  ((f)  (JU 

Italian  authorities  have  provided  a  schematic 
drawing  with  specifications  and  characteristic  markings  of  the 
rear  portion  of  the  shell  casing  found  in  the  vehicle  (see 
enclosure  2).  ((f)  (JL, 

Italian  ballistic  experts  noted-  that,  to  date, 
they  have  not  been  able  to  successfully  identify  the  type  of 
weapon  which  fired  the  9  mm  Browning  (.380  auto)  round. 
According  to  these  experts,  they  have  compared  the  character¬ 
istics  of  the  9  mm  fired  bullet  with  those  of  1,500  different 
weapons  and  have  not  been  able  to  pinpoint  the  type  or  model 
of  the  weapon  used.  Consequently,  Italian  authorities  have 
furnished  a  schematic  (see  enclosure  1)  drawing  which  depicts 
the  shell  casing  characteristics  as  well  as  detailed  measure¬ 
ments  ,df  the  actual  bullet  itself.  (£) 

If  the  Bureau  is  able,  on  the  basis  of  the  data 
provided  in  enclosure  1,  to  identify  the  weapon  which  fired 
this  bullet,  the  Bureau  is  additionally  requested  to  furnish 
samples  of  fired  slugs  and  shell  casings  of  this  weapon.  «{oiu 
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Because  of  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  this 
investigation  and  the  crucial  nature  of  the  tests  requested, 
Italian  authorities  have  asked  that  the  requests  for  ballistic 
tests  be  handled  on  an  extremely  expeditious  basis.  Arrange¬ 
ments  for  transporting  results  of  any  laboratory  tests  will 
be  set  forth  in  a  separate  teletype.  ‘f’lL

squeezing  in  the  two  milled  collars  at  the  front  and  then  swing¬ 
ing  the  stock  over. 

The  detailed  breakdown  of  the  silencer  is  shown  in  Fig.  9.

Adjacent  to  the  muzzle  is  a  small  metal  cone  which  bears 
up  against  a  washer  perforated  to  take  the  bullet.  As  the  bullet 
passes  through  the  washer,  pressure  builds  up  and  the  gases 
come  out  of  the  holes  drilled  in  the  periphery  and  these— 
in  theory  at  least — are  deflected  forward  by  the  flange  of  the 
locking  cap.  The  bullet  perforates  the  rubber  cap  at  the  end  of 
the  expansion  cylinder  which  contracts  to  prevent  gas  exit. 
The  gases  leave  the  silencer  at  sub-sonic  velocity. 

The  muzzle  velocity  without  the  silencer  is  1,040.  ft.p.s. 
With  the  silencer  fitted  it  averages  an  OV  at  20  ft.  of  900  ft.p.s., 
but  with  a  wide  spread  of  velocities  ranging  from  1,000  ft.p.s. 
to  850  ft.p.s. 

It  is  not  a  good  silencer.  There  is  an  appreciable  sharp 
crack  at  the  firing  point,  but  standing  50  yards  down  range, 
although  it  can  clearly  be  heard,  it  is  difficult  to  discern  from 
where  the  sound  originates.  The  rubber  cap  is  permanently 
distorted  after  20  rounds  have  been  fired  and  it  is  doubtful  if 
it  has  a  long  effective  life. 

When  firing  with  the  silencer  fitted  it  is  not  advisable  to 
hold  the  body  of  the  attachment  close  to  the  securing  cap 
because  the  gases  emerging  from  the  escape  holes  under  that 
cap  can  bum  the  fingers.  Some  of  this  escaping  gas  appears  to 
get  out  between  the  barrel  and  the  silencer  because  there  is  a 
strong  smell  of  burnt  cordite  and  carbon  thrown  back  into  the 
firer’s  face. 

The  accuracy  of  the  weapon  is  mentioned  in  a  subsequent  , 
paragraph,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  with  the  silencer  fitted 
there  is  a  very  noticeable  drop  in  MPI  and  a  very  much 
increased  dispersion.  The  sights  are  not  designed  for  use  with 
the  silencer  and  it  is  necessary  to  take  a  high  aim  to  have  much 
■  hope  of  hitting  over  50  metres.

Stripping : 

On  the  left-hand  side  of  the  body,  forward  of  the  magazine, 
is  a  take-down  pin  which  (Fig.  1)  can  be  pulled  out  with  the 
fingers. 

The  receiver  is  forced  forwards  about  a  quarter  of  an  inch 
and  then  the  barrel  and  receiver  can  be  pivoted  down  (Fig.  6). 

There  are  two  small  cocking  knobs,  one  on  each  side,  and 
when  these  are  pulled  back  the  bolt  comes  to  the  rear.  The 
cocking  knobs  can  then  be  taken  out  through  the  widened 
slots  in  the  receiver.  The  bolt  and  return  springs  can  then  be 
removed  from  the  receiver.  This  is  the  limit  of  field  stripping. 

Further  dismantling  is  straightforward.  The  inertia  pellet 
comes  out  through  the  butt  and  the  trigger  mechanism  is  held 
by  a  single  pin.  The  weapon  stripped  is  shown  at  Fig.  7. 

Reassembly  is  equally  simple.  The  bolt  and  return  springs 
are  inserted  into  the  receiver.  The  elongated  holes  in  the  bolt 


are  lined  up  with  the  cut-away  at  the  end  of  the  recess  in  the 
receiver,  and  the  two  cocking  knobs  inserted.-  When  the  bolt 
is  fully  forward,  the  barrel  and  top  part  of  the  receiver  are 
swung  over  and  pushed  back  to  align  the  holes  for  the  take¬ 
down  pin  to  be  pushed  home.  The  weapon  is  then  ready  for 
the  magazine  to  go  in  and  firing  can  commence  when  the  gun 
is  cocked  and  returned  to  battery. 

The  Silencer : 

This  weapon  has  a  clandestine  operations  role  and  for  close 
work  should  be  very  efficient.  The  silencer  consists  of  a  plastic 
sleeve  with  a  cap  at  the  forward  end  and  a  milled  locking  nut 
at  the  rear  end.  The  attachment  goes  over  a  collar  on  the 
muzzle,  which  also  acts  as  the  bayonet  seating,  and  the  locking 
nut  at  the  rear  end  is  screwed  up  to  secure  it.  The  silencer  on 
the  gun  is  shown  at  Fig.  8. 


FIGURE  8,  The  Silencer  fitted. 
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Method  of  operation 

The  pistol  is  a  simple  blow-back  design  with  a  bolt  that 
wraps  round  the  barrel.  The  .32  Colt  ACP  cartridge  has  a  low 
impulse  and  there  is  little  recoil  felt  by  the  firer.  On  firing,  the 
gas  pressure  forces  the.  case  back  into  the  chamber  and  the 
fairly  heavy  bolt  slides  back  compressing  and  storing  energy 
in  the  two  return  springs.

‘  :  When  the.  bolt  is  fully  to  the  rear,  it  is  caught  and  held  there 

by  a  spring-loaded  hook  mounted  on  the  back  plate,  (See 
Fig.  4.)

As  the  bolt  reaches  the  hook  on  its  backward  movement,  it 
drives  a  spring-loaded  inertia  pellet  down  into  the  butt. 


’  FIGURE  5.  The  Inertia  Pellet.  : 
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The  inertia  pellet  compresses  a  light  spring,  and  when  the 
spring  pushes  the  pellet  up  again,  the  pointed  top  causes  the 
hook  to  lift  and  allow  the  bolt  to  go  forward.  This  device  is 
incorporated  to  reduce  the  cyclic  rate  of  fire,  which  would 
otherwise  be  excessive  to  about  840  rounds  a  minute.  It  is 
worthy  of  comment  that  when  the  silencer  is  fitted  the  back 
pressure  is  increased  and  the  rate  of  fire  goes  up  appreciably  to 
an  estimated  950  rounds  a  minute.  . 

The  bolt  goes  forward,  feeds  and  chambers  the  round  and 
supports  the  case  in  the  chamber.  Being  a  simple  blow-back 
system  there  is  of  course  no  locking  and  the  inertia  of  the 
breech  block  and  the  spring  assistance  are  adequate  support 
for  the  case  in  the  chamber. 

The  magazine  platform  operates  a  plunger  which  holds  up 
the  bolt  when  the  ammunition  is  expended.  (See  Fig.  6.) 

The  trigger  mechanism 

The  hammer  is  of  the  double-bent  type,  in  principle  exactly 
the  same  as  the  Ml  Garand,  M14  and  the  Russian  AKM. 

There  are  two  sears  on  the  trigger  bar.  The  primary  sear  is 
fixed,  the  secondary  sear  is  spring-loaded.  When  firing  at  [ 
single  shot  the  recoiling  block  depresses  the  hammer,  the 
secondary  bent  of  which  is  caught  in  the  spring-loaded  sear. 

Since  the  trigger  is  still  held  back  it  must  be  released,  and  the 
forward  movement  of  the  trigger  bar  enables  the  hammer  to 
rotate  slightly  and  the  primary  bent  and  sear  are  then  engaged. 
Operation  of  the  trigger  fires  one  more  shot  provided  that  the 
bolt  is  fully  forward  to  depress  the  safety  sear. 

When  the  selector  lever  is  set  to  full  auto,  a  bar  is  rotated 
which  carries  the  springrloaded  secondary  sear  back  so  that 
the  bent  does  not  engage  in  it  on  the  rearward  travel  of  the  \ 
hammer.  The  hammer  is  then  controlled  entirely  by  the  safety 
sear  operated  by  the  bolt.  The  safety  sear  produces  the 
mechanical  safety  before  firing  both  in  the  single  shot  and 
full  automatic  roles. 

Sights : 

The  front  sight  is  a  pillar  mounted  on  an  eccentric. 

The  rear  sight  is  a  flip-over  notch  with  two  ranges  of 
75  and  150  metres. 

The  sight  base  is  5|  inches. 

When  used  as  a  pistol  these  sights  give  a  clear  sight  picture. 

When  the  stock  is  extended  and  placed  in  the  shoulder,  the  eye 
is  only  inches  from  the  back  sight,  and  it  is  virtually  impos-  i 
sible  to  focus  on  the  back  sight,  front  sight  and  target.  .  I 


Zeroing  is  carried  out  by  raising  and  lowering  the  foresight 
on  its  thread  for  elevation,  and  line  adjustment  comes  from

Fis  generally  taken  as  gospel  that  the  Eastern  Block 
countries  produce  their  weapons  at  the  diktat  of  the  Soviet, 
and  that  the  standard  Russian  cartridge  will  be  used  regardless 
of  whether  it  is  the  best  round  for  the  purpose. 

The  Czechoslovakian  Vzor  61,  the  Scorpion,  is  a  sharp 
exception  to  this  accepted  practice.  It  is  a  selective  fire  pistol 
with  a  swing-over  wire  shoulder  stock  that  enables  it  to  be  used 
with  a  very  fair  chance  of  successful  shooting  out  to  200 
metres,  and  could  be  described  in  military  jargon  as  a 
“machine  pistol”.  It  is,  however,  not  a  sub-machine  gun. 

This  weapon  fires  the  American  .32  Colt  ACP  round  and 
this  feature  alone  distinguishes  it  from  all  other  Communist 
weapons.  Why  was  this  calibre  chosen  ?  The  muzzle  energy 
is  iow — less  than  that  of  a  high  velocity  .22  LR  cartridge.  The 
penetration  is  limited  and  the  round  cannot  master  body 
armour  at  any  range  beyond  point  blank.  Possibly  the  answer 
lies  in  the  Czech  hopes  of  commercial  contact  with  the  Free 
World,  for  this  pistol  is  available  to  the  West  and  has  been 
seen  in  some  numbers  in  Ghana  which  in  the  recent  past  has 
been  used  as  a  showroom  of  Eastern  bloc  wares  for  the  emer¬ 
gent  African  states.  This  view  is  reinforced  by  the  method 
used  to  indicate  the  type  of  fire  on  the  selector  lever.  Instead 
of  using  the  usual  Czech  letters  “1”  for  single  shot,  “D”  for 
automatic  fire  and  “Z”  for  safe  or  the  Russian  ABT  and 
nP,  the  Vz  61  uses  "1”  for  single  shot,  “20”  for  full  auto,  and 
“0”  for  safe.  These  numbers  are  universally  understandable  in 
America  Europe  and  Africa  where  a  semi-literate  population 
can  usually  be  expected  to  be  familiar  with  Western  numerals. 

The  Vzor  61  was  designed  and  produced  in  Brno,  is  used  in 
limited  numbers  by  the  Czech  Army  and  is  issued  to  some 
tank  crews.  It  has  been  seen  carried  in  a  holster  strapped  to 
the  leg,  which  is  extremely  convenient  when  there  is  a  need  to 
get  out  of  the  armoured  fighting  vehicle  for  some  purpose  such 
as  to  inspect  a  track.  The  hands  are  free  for  working  and  if 
close  range  small  arms  fire  is  experienced,  the  pistol  can  be 
quickly  drawn  and  with  the  shoulder  stock  extended  effective 
suppressive  fire  can  be  returned  out  to  200  metres  whilst  the 
tank  main  armament  and  co-axial  machine  gun  are  rotated  to 
enable  the  enemy  to  be  dealt  with.'

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The  security  forces,  police  and  special  gendarmerie  also  have 
this  weapon,  and  in  the  European  television  coverage  of  the 
riots  that  took  place  in  Prague  in  August,  1969  (on  the  first 
anniversary  of  the  Russian  occupation  of  Czechoslovakia),  the 
Model  61  was  clearly  seen  being  carried  by  the  police. 

The  Scorpion  can  be  purchased  with  a  leather  belt  holster, 
a  shoulder  holster,  two  10-round  magazines  in  a  leather  pouch, 
two  20-round  magazines  in  a.  leather  pouch  and  a  cleaning 
kit  consisting  of  a  rod,-  oil  bottle  and  a  front  sight  tool.  A 
silencer,  in  a  leather  container,  is  also  available.

Four  gunpowder  residue  patterns  were  prepared  by 
firing  one  of  the  7.05  am  ’’Skorpion'’  pistols  at  squares  of 
cotton.

In  any  weather  the  two 
arrive  in  a  van  each' morning  to  set  up  flow¬ 
ers  on  the  sidewalk.  Today  is  crisp  and 
sunny.  They  should  be  here. 

An  old  man  on  a  balcony  feeds  and  talks 
to  his  canaries.  A  police  car  filled  with 
carabinieri  races  by  speeding  danger- 
,  ’  ously  for  no  reason,  as  usual.  A  few  mid¬ 
dle-aged  professional  men  leave  home . 

The  BR  has  worked  on  this  operation  for 
months.  In  Czechoslovakia  they  rehearsed 
the  ambush  to  come  with  cars  and 
dummies— each  move  laid  out  geometri¬ 
cally,  pinpointed  and  timed.  The  night  be¬ 
fore,  two  of  them  had  gone  to  Via  Angelo 
Brunetti  38,  where  the  florist  Spiriticchio 


phoned  Leonardi  and  told  him.  he'd  de¬ 
cided  to  go  along  Via  Mario  Fani,  as  usual. 
The  Red  Brigades  commandos  were  ap¬ 
prised  of  both  changes.  They  also,  knew 
neither  of  Moro’s  cars  was  bulletproof.) 

Domenico  Ricci  drives  carefully.  By  his 
side  is  Marshal  Leonardi;  Aldo  Morg  is  in 
the  left  rear  seat.  The  official  escort' car,  a 
white  130  Alfa  Romeo  "Alfetta"  model,  car¬ 
rying  Rivera,  Zizzi,  and  lozzino,  follows. 

Many  aviation  personnel  live  in  Monte 
Mario.  An  airline  employee,  spotting  the 
four  Alitalia  “pilots,"  stops  his  sports  car 
and  says  he  has  room  for  two  passengers. 
They  thank  him  and  say  they’ll  wait  for  the 
Alitalia  limousine,  due  shortly,  because 
.they  want  to  stay  together.  . 

At  the  .newsstand  the  vendor  praises 
Moro  for  having  shaped  the  new  coali¬ 
tion — meaning  Moro's  "historic  com- 
promise”  with  Enrico  Berlinguer  and  the 
Communists.  This  very  morning  a  new  gov¬ 
ernment  will  be  formed;  forty-six  elected 
officials,  members  of  Moro’s  Christian 
Democrats  and  Berlinguer's  Partito  Com - 
.munisti  Italiano  (PCI),  will  be  selected. 

The  two  Moro  cars  leave  the  newsstand 
at  8:55.  Moro  hates  fast  driving.  He  glances 
at  Paesa  Sera ,  the  Communist  paper,  and  It 
Messagero,  then  reads  about  himself  in  /■ 
Giorno.  II  Giorno  emphasizes  the  loyalty  tc 
Moro  of  Italian  President-  Giovanni  Leone 
Prime  Minister  Giulio  Andreotti,  -Senate 
President  Amintore  Fanfani,  and  Christiar 
Democrat  Secretary  Benigno  Zaccagnini 
'  Moro  has  to  smile.  Fanfani  is  openly 
maneuvering  for  his  job.

At  9:00  Ricci  drives  by  the  landmark  o 
Forte  Trionfale;  three  minutes  later  he  turn, 
left  on  Via  Mario  Fani.

(They  planned  to  do  a  lot  of  It.)  Before  Moro's  guards  can  react,  the  BF 

commandos  open  fire.  The  telephonejines

Moro,  cringing,  is  spattered  with  the 
blood  and  brains  of  his  guards.  He  is 
dragged  from  his  car.  In  his  fright  he  clings 
to  his  portfolio,  as  if  it  can  save  him,  but  in 
the  street  he  drops  it  and  begins  crying: 

" Please  let  me  go— what  do  you  want  of 
me?"  The  BR  commandos,  abandon  their 
white  car,  shove  Moro  into  one  of  the  others,  • 
then  screech  out  of  Via  Fani,  turning  right  at 
the  corner,  and  roaring  up  Via  Stresa.  The 
motorcyclist  brings  up  the  rear. 

The  whole,  operation  takes  less  than  a  - 
minute. 

The  BR  cars  turn  on  Via  Trionfale  and 
race  to  Via  Casale  De  Bustis.  Two  of  the 
cars  stop  and  transfer  Moro  to  a  waiting  car. 
Then  everyoriegoes  in  different  directions. 

Moro  is  held  on  the  floor  and  drugged; 
taking  him  any  distance  is  hazardous,  de¬ 
spite  the  sabotaging  of  the  telephone  lines. 
The  car'  containing  Moro  and  two  of  the 
Alitalia  "pilots,"  who  have  now  ditched  their 
hats  and  coats,  slows  down  and  pulls  into 
the  cavernous  underground  garage  of  a 
large  apartment  complex  in  Balduina,  just 
ten  minutes  away.  The  garage  attendants. 


are  BR,  prepared  to  receive  Moro. 


There  was  an  unnatural  quiet  in  Via  Fani. 
Then  the  residents  came  out  to  safely  view 
the  bodies,  Young,  fat  lozzino  was 
sprawled  in  'the  gutter  with  outstretched 
arms,  red  openings  in  his  groin,  chest, 
arms,  and  face.

But  after  two  notable  betrayals 
by  alleged  members  Marco  Pisetta  and  an 
unsavory  ex-priest,  Silvano  Girotto,  that  led 
to  the  arrest  of  Renato  Curcio,  the  BR  per¬ 
fected  an  organic  structure  of  autonomous 
cells.  Each  cell  has  three  members.  Six 
cells  in  a  pyramid  form  a  nucleus.  The  na¬ 
tional  pyramid  is  a  foolproof  construction  of 
; all  the  successive,  autonomous  pyramids. 
The  BR  is  like.a  worm  cut  into  many  parts.  It 
exists  as  separate  entities:  When  police 
chance  upon  a  cell,  the  captured  don’t 
know  the  whole  BR  operation  and  thus  ' 
cannot  betray  it.  The  Sbirri  don’t  get  blood 
from  stones.  So  they  content  themselves 
with  irrelevant  units.  For  cosmetic  reasons' 
they  falsify  their  findings. 

It  is  not  easy  to  get  into  the  BR.  Leading  •' 
members  include  psychologists,  who  criti -  ' 
catty  evaluate  prospective  joiners.

It  was 
a  soundproof  dead-storage  space  in  a 
huge,  anonymous  apartment  building; 
entry  was  made  through  a  false  wall.  It  was 
stocked  with  enough  provisions  so  that  en¬ 
tries  were  minimal — once  a  day  at  most,  at 
a  prearranged  hour  that  changed  con- ' 
stantly.  Brigatisti  attendants  working  in  the', 
underground  garage  were  on  guard 
twenty-four  hours.  Zucor  did  not  even,

Geese."  But  his  wile  was  scowling,  and  the 
children  were  sneering.  More  and  more  of¬ 
ten.  he  found  himself  in  the  realm  of  dor¬ 
mant  phantasmagoria,  wandering  and 
conferring  with  grinning  Zaccagnini  and 
fawning  Cossiga  in  the  Palazzo  Chigi.

Moro 
dreamed  of  himself  scheming  without  end:

He.  Fanlani.  Andreotti.  and  Cossiga.  in 
the  name  of  democracy,  had  struck  laws 
more  unjust  than  those  of  II  Duce.  Moro  had 
long  felt  the  hate  of  the  young,  but  in  recent 
years  hate  seemed  universal.  Zucor  and 
his  jurors  now  reminded  Moro  of  how  indif¬ 
ferent  the  Italian  masses  were  to  his  plight. 
He  was  far  from  a  popular  man.  His  kid¬ 
napping.  like  any  other  circus  act.  was 
welcomed  as  a  diversion  from  the  bleak 
boredom  of  life  without  work,  money,  or 
dreams. 

Moro  and  Zucor  were  both  very  Catholic, 
a  fact  overlooked  by  many  commentators 
on  the  case,  including  the  shrill  bitch  jour¬ 
nalist  Oriana  Failaci.
